Boll Weevil 
And Boll Worm 


Check Im portant 


Coffee County farmers 
who grow cotton can spend 
some profitable hours right 
now by checking for boll 
weevil and bollworm dam- 
age and following through 
with control measures. The 
next two weeks. are 
very important in cotton 
production, 

The county agents office 
recommends the following 
method to use in making 
an infestation count, For a 
boll weevil check walk 
through your field and pull 
100 green squares, Pull 
some from the lower, mid- 
dle and top of the stalk, 
In fields larger than ten 
acres pull 200 green 
squares, Then check each 
square carefully for boll 
weevil damage. If ten per 
cent of the green squares 
you pulled are punctured 
go in and spray or dust 
three times five days a- 
part. Then wait three or 
four days and pull squares 
again and if infestation is 
up to ten per cent repeat 
the three applications five 
days apart, Continuing this 
procedure until the top 
boles are mature, 

Later inthe season when 
weevils begin migrating or 
swarming dust or spray 
every four days. 

Coffee County growers 
who dust or spray to con- 
trol boll weevils should 
be able to keep bollworms 
under control. Bollworm 
eggs are pearly white when 
first laid but within 24 to 
36 hours a purplish brown 
band appears on the upper 
third. Upon hatching the 
young larvae feed, at first, 
On the tender, young foliage 
and later move to the 
squares and bolls, It is ex- 
tremely important to con- 
trol the very young worm 
since the half-grown or 
larger worms are very dif- 
ficult to kill with insecti- 
cides, 

When four or five young 
worms plus additional eggs 
are found per 100 termin- 
als apply DDT or Endrin 
Or Sevin at rate of 10-30 
pounds of dust,

The worker often 
works alone and an unsafe 
act may gO unnoticed and 
uncorrected, 

“Frequently 
employee is 
help-an itinerant worker 
during the summer. Too 
often he lacks the proper 
training and knowledge to 
work safely. 

The farm employer 
should make an extra effort 
to be sure that his work- 
ers understand their duties 
and the proper, safe way 
tO Operate equipment and 
handle the materials they 
use. It cannot be assumed 
that a high school student 
can Operate a tractor be-~ 
cause he has a driver’s 
license-no matter how safe 
a driver he may be.

The seriousness of the 
danger in poisoning by 
medicines and common 
household clean-agents is 
proven by more than 100 
deaths per month from 
these preparations, Chil- 
dren are the major vic- 
tims of the approximately 
200,000 accidental poison- 
ings that occur in Ameri- 
can homes every year. 
Many of the young victims 
live but are crippled for 
life by body and braindam- 
age. 

Home Demonstration A- 
gent, Mrs. Sara Hutchin- 
son, in reporting on one 
survey said that in 1959 
that a study of accidental 
poisonings in children 
‘clearly indicates that A- 
merican adults are not tak- 
ing adequate precautions to 
protect children in a so- 
ciety that uses over 250,000 
different kinds of drugs and 
household products, many 
of which are potential kill- 
ers if misused.”’ 

Lead poisoning isa very 
serious illness, affecting 
both children and adults. 
Children from 1 to 4 years 
most often are the victims, 
Many young children liketo 
chew on things, such as 
woodwork, stair railings, 
and window sills, especi- 
ally when they are cutting 
teeth, Peelings, flaking or 
blistered paint should be 
removed and replaced with 
paint that contains less than 
1 per cent lead content. 
Discarded storage-battery 
casings always contain 
lead, and should never be 
used for fuel, fencing or 
paving, or in any way. 

The combined use of 
household bleaches and 
cleaners can be deadly, 
though few women know it, 
Chlorine gas can be re- 
leased by the mixing, andin 
a poorly ventilated kitchen 
or bathroom this can be 
very dangerous, especially 
to small children. Vinegar 
and other acids also will 
liberate chlorine from 
bleach, 

Aspirin leads as the No, 
1 cause of fatal poisoning 
in children, If eaten or 
swallowed in _ sufficient 
quantities, it may cause 
heart failure, kidney dam- 
age or convulsions, Tablets 
should not be left on night 
tables or anywhere in easy 
reach of children. Mothers 
and guests should not 
permit young children to 
play with purses containing 
aspirin and drugs. 

Insecticides are another 
hazard found around 
homes. They always should 
be kept out of the reach 
of children and used care- 
fully and as directed on 
the label of the package or 
bottle.

Jim Hubbard, Auburn 
University poultryman,

Probably their most im- 
portant use is feather meal 
in feeds, The high protein 
content makes this meal 
an excellent feed supple- 
ment.
